IN LAND TAXES 


Pennsylvania Pays Sum For 
Levies/On State Forest 
Lands. 


The 
Pennsylvania state 
forests 
contributed $76,078 during the past 
year to the local counties and town­ 
ships in which they are located, W. 
E. M ontgomery, chief of the bureau 
of accounts, departm ent of forests 
and waters, reported today. 
Two 
hundred 
and 
twenty-five 
school districts in 
the state 
re­ 
ceived $30,431.36; 224 road districts 
also received a 
like amount, and 
$15,215.78 were paid to the treas­ 
urers of th irty -th ree counties. Since 
taxes are not paid on state forest 
land, M ontgomery explained, in lieu 
of taxes. 2 cents are paid to the 
local 
tow nship 
school 
board 
for 
each acre of state forest land; 2 
cents goes to the local township 
board of road supervisors and I 
cent is paid to the county treasurer 
for county expenses. 
The largest am ount paid into a 
single county, Montgomery revealed, 
was th a t of Potter, which received 
$2,477.77, w ith Clinton county next 
with $2,119.09. 
The latest sum paid 
to any single district was th at given 
to 
Stewardson 
township. 
Potter 
county, w here the school board and 
local 
supervisors 
each 
received 
$890.80. 
T he road and school dis­ 
tricts of Leidy 
township, Clinton 
county, were each paid $814 48 
Paym ents to counties and town­ 
ships by the departm ent of forests 
and waters for 1932 will be higher 
than those of last year because of 
additions m ade to the area of the 
Pennsylvania state forests, which 
now total 1,570,195 acres.

Police Probe Story Of 
Fish Peddler. 


Johnstown, Pa., Sept. 5 (AP)— 
Federal, state and county investiga­ 
tors Sunday were pondering the 
lengthy story of G arret Schenck, 46, 
Hopewell, New Jersey, fish peddler, 
who says he was held captive by a 
private detective for seventy-six days 
following the Lindbergh kidnapping. 
Found Saturday in a m ountain 
cabin just across the Somerset coun­ 
ty line Schenck was brought to 
Johnstown’s city hall and questioned 
until almost dawn. 
“Had Met” the Lindberghs 
He said he never had seen the 
Lindbergh baby, but added with a 
broad grin th a t he “had m et” Col. 
Charles A. Lindbergh and his wife.
